My dear Mr. Newell: 


A number of requests have come to us from 
collectors and museums for copies of our medal of honor. 
This medal, as you will recall, is awarded every year 
to three nationally known Americans who have distinguished 
themselves in one of the nine activities most closely 
associated with the name of Roosevelt. 


So far, we have not had any copies of this 
medal struck except the gold medals actually awarded. 
I believe that the concern that struck the medals furnished 
you with one in bronze,--at least, they thought of doing 
SO. We do not plan to distribute bronze copies of this 
Fraser medal, but in order to provide them to such museums 
and collectors as may wish to have them intheir cabinets, 
we will be glad to issue a limited number of these medals 
in bronze, if you care to handle the issue. We would keep 
two copies for our own museum and would not, at any time, 
offer for sale any of these medals. We would have a suf- 
ficient number struck to supply any need which might be 
indicated by you, it being understood that no others would 
be struck for public sale.

If you cared to do this, would itybetter to 
have a fixed number struck at a given time, or to allow 
a small number to be struck each year and distributed 
through your auspices? I believe that there would be some 
sale for this medal and that there would be a little profit 
from it both for your society and for us. If you would 
like to undertake the distribution of this issue, we would 
welcome a suggestion as to how we might co-operate with you. 
You will recall that we have furnished you with copies of 
our other medal, the smaller founder's medal, which was 
issued in bronze for distribution to our early members.
